1. This SUV looking vehicle from 
Isuzu is a new model that I think 
looks pretty good. This Isuzu is like most late model Isuzu models that use 
the Honda style keyway and codes. This vehicle has no transponder 
system. 


2. The door lock cylinder is separate from 
the door handle. 
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3. The inside door trim 
panel must be removed 
to service the door lock. 
There is no passenger 
side door cylinder. 
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4. The plastic inside handle release trim must be removed. The trim screw is 
hidden behind a screw cover. 
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5. Inside the 
door pull 
cavity is 
another 
panel screw 
that must be 
removed. 


6. On the very top 
forward section of 
the panel is a small 
triangular plastic 
trim panel. Unsnap 
and remove it. 
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7. The common push-in plastic clips hold on the 
panel. Start at the bottom of the panel and 
work your way up. Gently but firmly pull the 
panel away from the structure of the door. 


8. Once the panel is 
removed, you will be able to 
see the inside plastic 
weather barrier. It also 
looks like a large diaper. I 
hope you don’t have to 
change it to often. 
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9. Here’s a look at the 
cable linkage for the 
inside door release and 
the inside door lock 
button. 


10. Looking inside the door 
cavity we see the standard 
Horse Shoe style metal 
clip. 
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11. The door lock cylinder has a concave face cap and you should have a replacement before you pull it apart. I 
used an ASP # P-19-203. It’s looks like a P-19-212 or 213 might have worked in a pinch also. 
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12. The tailpiece is held 
on with a common “C” 
clip. There are no codes 
on any locks. 


13. The door lock plug 
contains 7 tumblers in 
positions 1 through 7. 
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15. The glove box lock 
assembly is held in with 
2 screws that must be 
removed. 


14. The glove box lock 
cylinder is part of the 
glove box handle latch 
assembly also. 


Glove Box Lock 
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17. The cylinder plug contains 5 
tumblers in positions 4 through 8. 
There are no Valet tumblers in this 
cylinder. 


16. The glove box cylinder plug is 
secured to the housing with a small 
metal clip on the backside. 
Slide the clip off and the cylinder will 
slide right out. 
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19. To service the lock 
cylinder you will need to 
remove the large plastic 
trim panel on the rear 
hatch. 


18.The rear hatch is pretty 
simple to work on. The 
lock cylinder is part of the 
outside handle assembly. 


Hatch Lock 
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20. There are 2 plastic push-in fasteners on the driver’s side edge of the hatch and 1 fastener on the 
other side. You will also need to remove the hatch pull cup.

21. The rest of the 
hatch trim panel is 
just held on with 
push-in clips, some 
are plastic and 
some are metal. 
Take your time and 
work your way 
around starting at 
the bottom of the 
hatch door to 
unsnap the clips. 


22. The hatch 
cylinder is easy 
to get to and is 
held with a 
metal wire clip. 
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23. The hatch 
cylinder looks 
like many other 
Honda locks, 
even though this 
is an Isuzu. 


24. The tailpiece is held 
on with a common “C” 
clip. There are no codes 
on any locks. 
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Ignition Lock 


25. The hatch cylinder lock plug contains 7 tumblers in positions 1 through 7. 


26. The ignition 
lock cylinder 
can be easily 
removed with a 
working key. 
The ignition 
lock cylinder is 
mounted 
directly on the 
steering 
column. 
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27. To get the lock 
cylinder out, remove the 
5 screws that hold most 
of the 2-piece plastic 
steering column shroud. 


28. There is another 
screw holding the 
shroud but it is in the 
rear. You can still get 
the cylinder out 
without dropping the 
whole lower panel just 
to get to that one 
screw. Separate the 
shroud, depress the 
active retainer with a 
working key in the 
lock cylinder turned to 
the “ACC” position 
and pull the cylinder 
out.

Opening 


31. Opening this vehicle 
can be a nightmare 
without the right tools or 
the right knowledge. 
The doors have some 
tough looking cable 
linkage. I couldn’t get a 
“caddy-killer” under the 
window either. 
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32. I used a Determinator on the door 
and had a key to unlock the door in less 
than 2 minutes. 


33. I really like the Honda 6-cut 
Determinator. If the key traps you 
cut that position to a 5 depth. 
Positions that don’t trap you cut a 
2 depth. You can also pick the 
hatch lock; it does pick pretty 
good with a double-ball pick and 
clockwise torque. 


Making the First Key;
